The Future of Prohibition. 


The outlook for prohibition doea not 


aeein to be very flattering, in spite of the 
efforts of its friends to make themselves 
believe that the whole world to corninB 
over to ita Bide. There is nott log much 
more sure than that the state of Iowa IB 
to experience a very severe shaking up 
onthiseubject,8nd wUh a 
that has almost a majority pledged to the 
repeal of the prohibitory statute it would 
not be gnrprisin^if means were discovered 
to secure the votes needed to carry ita 
repeal. But Kansas is agitating the ques- 
tion of the resnbmnoiasion of the con- 
stitutional amendment, and since the late 
election the movement in favor of resnb- 
missioL is said to be gaining strength very 
rapidly. Kansas has grown in population 
enormously since the adoption of the pro- 
hibition amendment in 1880, and the ex- 
perience every where has been that th« 
policy of prohibition has the most advo- 
cates, poportionally, in sparsely settled 
communities.

If it 
ever comes to 3 test IE Kansas the votes 
of every big town or city will fchow where 
the strength of the anti-prohibitionists 
lies.

The Hose of Ill-Omen and the Fall of the 


Brazilian Empire. 


WASHINGTON, Nev. 19.—"What do you 


consider tho chief cause of the move- 
ment just consummated in Brazil?" was 
asked by a reporter of Rev. Dr. Chamber- 
lain, for twenty-seven years a mis- 
sionary in Brazil, who is in the city giv- 
ing a course of talks at various Presby- 
terian churches, to which denomination 
he belongs, on the country of South 
America, now the scene of a revolu- 
tionary movement. 
Having lived in 


Brazil more than half of his lifetime his 
comments on that country are of value. 
Tho Doctor replied: 


"A very potent cause is the Princess. 


She is married to a French Prince who, 
coming to Brazil, lost no opportunity for 
snubbing tlio people. IIo was a natural 
snob, and in his eyes a Brazilian evi- 
dently amounted to very little, and tho 
fact that ihe army has gone over to tho 
revolutionists seems to me to have re- 
sulted from tho Prince's attitudi 
Two 


years ago the Princess, during Dom Pe- 
dro's absence from tho country, freed all 
the slaves and took tho entire credit for 
that action. As a matter of fact, there 
was a very general sentiment through- 
out tho Hmits of tho country for the 
abolition of tho slaves, and they felt 
that it was not exactly just for one per- 
son to assume the entire virtue of an act 
that was made possible by them. Not 
only did tho Princess assume tho credit 
of tho act, but through her it reverted to 
the Catholic church. The Pope, as soon 
as tho slaves were liberated, sent his 
blessing to tho Princess, and bestowed 
upon her the golden rose, an honor the 
church reserves for but very few of those 
whose acts it approves. It was then 
that tho people reminded tho Princess 
thai the golden rose brought ill-luck 
with it, and told her to bear in mind 
that Queen Isabella of Spain and Em- 
press Josephine of France each had tho 
same honor bestowed upon them, and 
that she, as they, would be deposed." 


"Would the revolution have been pre- 


cipitated on the country had Dom Pedro 
been personally in power?" 


"I think not. There was a very gen-

THE LOYUGTOH HORSE THIEF. 


Zeb. Kennard Booked for a Long 


Term at Joliet 


His Capture by James C. take-Kennwd's 


Interesting History. 
« 


Zeb. Kennard, a noted horse-thief, 35 


years of age, who has relatives residing 
near Lovington, is now in jail at Snllivan, 
and at the present term of the Monltrie 
county circuit court, now being held by 
Judge Vail, he will have to answer three 
separate indictments for stealing horses, 
two for the theft of horses from James 0. 
Lake and John S. Taggart, of Deoatnr, 
and one from Charles H. Wacker, a 
wealthy citizen of Chicago. 


STOLE TWO HOBSES. 


It will be remembered that on June 5, 


1882, Mr. Lake and Mr. Taggart had 
their horses stolen from the Lake farm 
near Lovington, and it will also be re- 
membered that Mr. Lake in person spent 
considerable time and money in the at- 
,empt to capture Kennard, who was 
known to have stolen the horses. He 
Juded capture. Bnt Mr. Lake found 
me of the horses at Qmncy while in pur- 
suit of the thief, but it was two and|a 
half years later before the second horse 
was found. It was located at Hannibal, 


and both horses which were very 


ine animals were restored 
to their 


iwners. No trace of Kennard conld be 
ound, except that he was heard of as 
ieing at certain places at different times. 
While at Quincy Mr. Lake was so close 
m the track of the thiefx though he did 
iot know it at the time, that as he went 


Q at the front part of the stable Kennard 
lodged ont of the alley at the rear with 
lie missing horses. 


SENT UP FOR SIX tfEABS. 


Six years ago, in 1883, Kennard was 
rrested for stealing two horses in Sanga- 
mon county. He had his trial and was 
entenced to Joliot for a term of six 
ears. Last May Kennard got out of 
oliet, and returned to Lovington. Mr. 
jake knew of his return hut he was not 
isposed to prosecute him. He thought 
e would give the fellow a chance to 
eform and believing the six years' term 
rould serve to teach Zeb a lesson he was 
it alone. Kennard made his home with 
is relatives and appeared to be trying to 
ve an honest life. 


STOLE ANOTHER HOUSE. 


On the afternoon of Thursday, Septeni- 
er 19, of the present year, Charles H.
